The 
allure took place in Now York ou the 2"lb of 
Jurch. I do not know of .my deposits being 
cmoved to the First National Bank during my 
bscnce. Mr. J. U. Jackson transacted business 
or me during my absence. 


Wolf Jacobs sworn: Thc,Pctroieura Bank were 


udebted to Mr. Bcrgeruuu at the time of its 
ailurc, about two or three weeks after the failure 
asked for sonic Insurance policies which were 
n the bank safe, as we needed them; one day 
Ir. J. tl. Madisou came Into my store and drew 
he foliciei from hit boots I also know of a 
r.ifthe bad given three days previous to I ho 
allure of tlm bank being paid tlircu necks after 
^closed. 
Gloss-examined: Had the drall in my pocket 


ohcn the policies were dravtn from the boot and 
oas assuit-d by tlteoioncr ofsaiil boot (Mj1. J. It. 
Vailison), thnt it -would bo paid on presentation

policies were simply deposited, not endoised. 1 
inly knew ol the payment of the draft by ucar- 
ny ; on the representation of Mr. Madison, t»mt 
uu diafl would be paid by Ihe Third National 
lank; I sent it to.Mr. Bergerman, in New York, 
br that purpose; I have since received a letter 
rorn Mr. Bergcrmrm, stating that it had been 
liid; Mr. Bergerman Is living in "New York, he 
s not dead.

Time is of the essence of all contracts for min- 


mg purposes, nnd in leases ol l^lid for oil pur- 
poses, wbere the consideiatiou for granting the 
rights under tho lease, is to be derived from the 
development of the land, and the giving to tho 
lessor .1 portion of tho oil obtained, the opera- 
tions for oil must be commenced within a reason-

Nothing but extraordinary circumstances will 


excuse e\en one jear's delay or intermission of 
the work. Au abandonment of the premises for 
lhat lenglh of time, under oidinary circum- 
stances, lorfcils the rights of the lessee and the 
lessor may resume possession of bis grant. 


A Courl of Kquity will not grant relief to a 


party who has been guilty of lacfifl. 
A party 


standing by and allowing another to expend 
money aud enter into contracts hard to rescind, 
without gUmg notice ol his claim, is estopped 
ft oui afterward setting up such a claim. 
A Court »f Equity hub no jurisdiction of a bill 


founded on legal title, brought by one',out of 
possession ngniiiot a party lawfully in possession 
claiming adversely under legal title, until the 
right is first established at law. The dclcudaut 
lias Hie constitutional light to liaie all contro- 
verted questions of fact in common law causes 
tried by a jurj.

Croos-oxamii 


Further r»rUcuIor« of the Gre»t fire at 


Oil cm. 


In addition to our dispatches and report of 


yesterday, which summed up the calamities of 
the great fire ut OH City on Saturday last, we 
nnd the following interesting incidents in the 
Pitholo/iMorrf.- 


"This rooruiuK, Saturday the SOth, about 11 


o'clock, a tiro broke out In Oil City in a laundry, 
on Sentca slrccl, in the rcir of tho Philadelphia 
Hotel. Tlic lire swept along that side of Seneca 
street, crossed over and coming oack proved 
equally destructive to the buildings on the op- 
posite side until it reached Center street which 
as well as tho entire flat on thia side ofthe creek, 
nnd n greater part of Cottage Hill to Its summit, 
.were completely devastated, and everything 
burnable destroyed. The conflagration was rapid, 
the material being inflammable, and among the 
property destroyed were clghi hotels, one hun- 
dred business houses, and one hundred and flfly 
residences, offices, &c. The. flue now building 
of the Mercantile Library Association was de- 
stroyed and four mon who were in onn of the 
upper stories at the time were compelled to 
jump oui of Ihe windows to avoid being burned 
to death. Beds were placed beneath the win- 
dows for the mon to jump upon, and three of 
them escaped almost uninjured. The fourth one 
w.is so badly hurt 'that his recovery IB deemed 
doubtful. '

The Mercantile Library Building was all storlea 
high, cost »SO,000 anil had neon completed but a 
few monthi. The wire bridge over tlie creek 
WM-ahw burned and fell into the creek. It wr.« 
filled with peaple at the time, nwnv of whom 
were very badly Injured, but in the cxciicment 
efthcocc»«loii.U was Inpomihle to learn their 
names or numbora. Four »ick person were 
burnfd to dcullt In one of the tenement' housM.
